was virtually an armed camp today, 
following the bloody battle between 
200 bedraggled "hunger marchers" 
and 75 policemen. 


Eleven of the hunger marchers 


were in the hosoitaJ, with some pos- 
sible fractured "skulls, while police, 
armed with riot guns, patrolled the 
business section of the city and 
guarded the state capitol. 


.About 100 of the marchers, who 


fled before the flailing nightsticks 
of local police, today were encamped 
on the hills outside of Rensselaer, 
just across the Hudson river from 
Albany. Their trucks, in \vhich they 
came from New York and down 
state, had been seized by police. 


Between 30 and 50 men and wom- 


en marchers, who arrived by truck 
from the central and western part 
of the state an hour after the battle, 
ware held in a police station. They 
were charged with disorderly cxm- 
duct. 
The hunger marchers were to open 


a two-day meeting for the purpose 
of presenting their demands for re- 
lief to Governor Herbert H. Lehman

cause a fool at the end of a gun mistook them for ground-hogs. 
Even horses and cows have been killed in the belief they were 
rabbits. 


By legal means and license revocation the commission has 


been weeding that sort of hunter out of the ranks of those afield, 
.yet each year others who obtained licenses are revealed. 


The "gun that wasn't loaded" and "1 saw something move 


and thought it was game"Mead in causing'deaths and injuries. 
Others like carrying a cocked gun never fail to take their quota. 


Hunting, officials believe, is a field where the old saw about 


•"accidents will happen," should be disproved. 


A good sportsman handles a loaded gun with as much 


respect as he would a lighted stick of dynamite. 
That, they 


believe, is a good attitude.

ONE-CLUB GOLF 


There is, it seems, something new in golf. In the English Woman's 


championship, played on the Seacroft course at Skegness there appeared 
a Miss Gloria Minoprio, a stately lady attired in dark blue trousers and 
u-hite jumper,' with an equipment of one solitary club, a cleek. 
With 


this she proceeded to win 2 and 1 from a Miss Betty Somerville. Accord- 
Ing to George Greenwood, British writer, it was the first time any player 
had won a championship match using only one club. In the second 
round Miss Minoprio was beaten 7 and 6 by Miss Mary Johnson, who 
subsequently went to the final, in which she in turn was beaten 4 and 3 
over the 36-hole route by Miss Phyllis Wade. 


The main point in bringing up the subject of Miss Minoprio and 


her one-club championship endeavor is a reported undercurrent of feeling 
on the part of some of the golfing leaders on both sides of the Atlantic 
that the number of clubs allowed individuals, at least in championship 
play, should be reduced. 
Chick Evans, winner of both the national 


amateur and open titles, advanced that idea years ago. Other topnotchers 
have expressed themselves, in private, as favorable to such a move upon 
the part of championships authorities. 


They feel that a high percentage of individual skill and certainly 


of judgment has been taken out of the game by this tendency on the 
part of the manufacturers to provide "a club for every shot." It is easy 
to understand, from another angle, how many of the professionals would 
hesitate to back any movement on curtailment. They could see in such 
a move .a curtailment in sales and profits, as well as a greater problem 
in teaching their pupils the art of scoring in satisfactory figures.

And sometimes I'd 
get off my bicycle and walk up the 
side porch stairs with my hands 
clasped behind my back and my chin 
lifted and my eyes flxed on death, 
whispering bravely to myself: "It is 
a far, far better thing I do than I 
have ever done." 


But alas! it came to a dismal end. 


Sidney Carton died in my breast. 
Booth Tarkington killed him....I 
went to a motion picture and I saw 
Jack Pickford playing "Seventeen", 
and I saw Jack put his right hand 
on the bannister and walk up the 
stairs with his chin high, saying to 
himself, just as I did, "It is a far, 
far better life I go to than I have 
ever known.".. .And at that instant 
my Sidney Carton died, brutally out- 
raged by the laughter of that callous 
audience in that little theater.... 
I'm sorry. I suppose it had to hap- 
pen. The Sidney Cartons must die. 
But I'm NOT sorry for that small 
boy who for a little while dreamed 
he was Sidney Carton.

subsequently went to the final, in which she in turn was beaten 4 and 3 
over the 36-liole route by Miss Phyllis Wade. 
The m ain point in bringing up the subject of Miss Minoprio and 
her one-club cham pionship endeavor is a reported undercut rent of feeling 
on the part of some of the golfing leaders on both sides of the A tlantic 
th e t the num ber of clubs allowed individuals, at least in cham pionship 
play, should be reduced. 
Chick Evans, winner of both the national 
am ateur and open titles, advanced th a t idea years ago. O ther topnotchers 
have expressed themselves, in private, as favorable to such a move upon 
the part of cham pionships authorities. 
They feel th a t a high percentage of individual skill and certainly 
of judgm ent has been taken out of the game by this tendency on the 
p art of the m anufacturers to provide “a club for every shot.” It is easy 
to understand, from another angle, how m any of the professionals would 
hesitate to back any movem ent on curtailm ent. They could see in such 
a move a curtailm ent in sales and profits, as well as a greater problem 
in teaching their pupils the art of scoring in satisfactory figmes.

But the theses which the All 
Saints' Day saw posted on the 
church door touched the heart and 
conscience more than the usual aca- 
demic discussions publicized there. 
They became an instanteous topic of 
discussion and debate. Every one 
wanted to read then; the university 
press could not print them 
fast 


enough. They were known through- 
out Germany in a fortnight. Within 
a month they were reverberating 
over western and southern Europe. 
"Luther himself was staggered by 
the way they were received," says 
T. M. Lindsay in his life of Luther. 


Thus was Protestantism born.

clad") became the 3Dth state. Motto: 
AH for Our Country. Flower: Sage- 
brush.

THE RECORD 


As a reason for re-election to the General Assembly, Wil- 


liam J. Eroe cities his "record" in the session of 1933 and the 
special sessions .of 1933 and 1934. Two years ago he talked, 
of "lowering: governmental costs". Let's see what he has done 
in Hie way of saving: the state money. His compensation for 
these 26 weeks he served was $5,030. Of this $3,000 was for 
salary in the regular session, $150 was for postage, and $540 
was for mileage. 
For the two special sessions he received 


$1,000 salary, 5100 postage and $340 mileage. 


The special session of 1934 lasted two legislative weeks, 


actually about six days, of about four hours each Realizing 
the need for relief money, a bill was presented providing for 
the members to return the salary and accept only the post- 
age and mileage. The bill was hurried to committee for "pick- 
lin", and one of the votes to "pickle" the bill was Eroe's. 
Again, when the Senate passed an amendment cutting the 
compensation down to $250, he voted against it. Still later a 
resolution was passed permitting the members to return any 
or all of the ?500 to the state. Some gave it to charity. Eroe 
did neither. 
His plea of economy is hardly sustained by 


these figures. 


As a member he presented 13 bills, of which 11 were kept 


in committee; one passed the House, and an appropriation 
bill on which he was co-sponsor was passed. The bill that 
passed the House only would have taken away from ex-service 
men certain privileges they have under the Civil Service 
laws, in applying for municipal positions. The fact that the 
11 bills were kept in committee was not because he was a 
Democrat. Some of the finest legislation passed was spon- 
sored 
by Democratic members, among them Fitzgerald, 


Rhodes, Sarig, Flinchbaugh and others.

The bill was hurried to committee for “pick- 
lin”, and one of the votes to “pickle” the bill was Eroe’s. 
Again, when the Senate passed an amendment cutting the 
compensation down to $250, he voted against it. Still later a 
resolution was passed permitting the members to return any 
or all of the $500 to the state. Some gave It to charity. Eroe 
did neither. 
His plea of economy is hardly sustained by 
these figures. 


As a member he presented 13 bills, of which 11 were kept 
in committee, one passed the House, and an appropriation 
bill on which he was co-sponsor was passed. 
The bill that 
passed the House only would have taken away from ex-service 
men certain privileges they have under the Civil Service 
laws, in applying for municipal positions. The fact that the 
11 bills were kept in committee was not because he was a 
Democrat.

in possession of eighteen witnesses 
was being collected by New Jersey 
authorities today in an effort to 
prove that Bruno Richard Haupt- 
mann kidnaped the Lindbergh baby 
without an accomplice. 


Among witnesses who will take 


.he stand when Hauptmann goes 
on trial in Flemington. N. J.. on 
January 2. are several who will tes- 
tify that the German carpenter was 
not workin? in the Ma.1e.stic apart- 
ments on March 1, 1932, -when the 
child was abducted. 


This was disclosed by New Jer- 


sey's Attorney General. David T. 
Wilentz. and Prosecutor Anthony 
M. Hauck, Jr., of Hunterdon county. 


Wilentz said no attempt would be 
made to show that the kidnaping 
was anything but a one-man job. 
He said: 


"There is nothing in our case so 


far that leads to any other avenue 
than Hauptmann." 


Meanwhile, James M. Fawcett, 


counsel for the defense, was build- 
ing up the evidence by which he 
hopes to save his client from the 
electric chair. 


He will contend that tv;o days 


after the body of the Lindbergh 
baby was found.

GROVE CITY, Oct. 31.—Intensive 


j activity Is noted In tho coal mining 
industry of the Butler-Mercer dis- 
trict, which centers about Grove 
City. More than 100 small "wagon" 
mines arc included in the district, 
and many entries abandoned in 
former years have been re-opened, 
due to the demand for fuel and the 
higher prices which have prevailed 
for the past two years. 


Many of the small mines are locat- 


ed on hard roads, where -the en- 
tire production Is hauled away and 
delivered to the consumers In trucks, 
sometimes to points 50 and 75 miles 
distant. 


Coal mining was a major industry 


in this community for 30 years, but 
was almost entirely abandoned after 
the World war. Gradually, small 
mines have been re-opened until 
last fall more than 1500 men were 
employed in mines within a radius 
of 15 miles of Grove City. In the 
past year, following settlement of a 
strike last October, employment has 
increased and Indications are that 
during the coming winter the in- 
dustry will enjoy the best season 
since early in the present, century.

INTERFERENCE ON 


OUTSIDE RESENTED 


Xot only are the local employes 


of the Great Atlantic and Pacific 
Tea company well satisfied with 
thrir present salaries and working 
conditions, but they also resent the 
interference of outside agencies in 
their affairs, it was stated in a res- 
olution prepared at a meeting of 
district 
managers 
and 
employes 


which occurred at Grove City last 
evening. There were 500 employes 
present, representing 104 stores from 
five counties. 


The meeting was called by J. S. 


Cameron, president of the Grove 
City district managers association, 
to discuss the attitude of the em- 
ployes of the district on the recent 
strike controversy at Cleveland, O. 
Employes were present from Erie. 
Crawford. 
Venango , Mercer 
and 


Lawrence counties. 


It was brought out at the meeting 


that the managers' and clerks in 
Cleveland v.ere apparently well sat- 
isfied with their salaries and work- 
ing conditions, and had no desire to 
.loin any organization, as they had 
been a very happy A. and P. family, 
according to press reports. 
, 
Have Own Organization 


It was also brought out that state- 


ments had been made that the com- 
pany had violated Section 7A ot' 
the NRA Code. It was stated in 
the meeting that no one had ever 
questioned the right of the em- 
ployes of the Great A. and P. Tea 
company to organize and to bar- 


gain collectively through represen- 
tatives of their own choosing. 


The 
employes • present expressed 


the opinion that "representatives of 
our own choosing," as expressed in 
the code, does not necessarily mean 
that tl.o A. and P. employes must 
have someone do their talking for 
them. 
' 


They stated that they had their 


own 
organization, known as the 


Managers Benefit association, and 
when any grievance arises, it is pre- 
sented to their employer through a 
committee appointed by the asso- 
ciation.- 


It was also brought out at the 


meeting that the company has not 
reduced salaries in the last four 
years, when the depression has been 
at its worst. 
The fine spirit of 


loyalty which imbued the employes 
was no more clearly expressed than 
the statement made by Mrs. Wil- 
liams, who has been employed in 
the Ellwood City store of the A. and 
P. Tea, company for the past 19 
years. 
Mrs. Y.'illiams said that in 


all the time she has been with the 
company, she has found her work- 
ing conditions to have been pleas- 
ant, and that her salary had always 
been satisfactory. 


Present Resolution 


The same expression was forth- 


coming from many-more of those 
in attendance at the meeting, and 
resulted in a resolution being pre- 
sented which was signed by all 
managers and clerks, and will be 
presented to the general 'superin- 
tendent of the company, showing 
the appreciation of the employes of 
the district. 


This resolution was as follows: 
"We, the undersigned being mem- 


bers of the Managers Benefit asso- 
ciation, managers and clerks of the 
stores operated by the Great Atlan- 
tic & Pacific Tea Co. in Western 
Pennsylvania, wish to present to the 
public and to our company our views 
in regard to the recent strike con- 
troversy in Cleveland. 


"We never at any time have had 


any trouble with our employers as 
to our salaries or working condi- 
tions, and there never lias been 
any coercion on the part of the 
company as to collective bargaining 
called for in Section 7A of the NBA 
Code. 


"We emphatically do not want 


any outside agency or organization 
to interfere with our positions. 


"We stand ready to serve the pub- 


lic and our company with the same 
loyalty as we have in the past. 


"We do solemnly swear that the 


foregoing statements are true, and 
that our signatures as shown are 
true and genuine."

room a month ago, wounding her in 
the shoulder. „ 


Assistant District Attorney Wil- 


liam H. Colvin said Mrs. Plynn had 
told him her husband had left the 
Erie institution and was telephon- 
ing threats to her. 


THE RECO 


As a reason for re-election to the General Assembly, Wil- 


liam J. Eroo cities his "record" in the session of 1933 and the 
special sessions .of 1933 and 1334. Two years ago he talked 
ot "lowering: governmental costs". Let's sec what he has done 
in (he way of saving the state money. His compensation for 
these 26 weeks he served was §5,030. Of this $3,000 was for 
salary in the regular session, 5150 was for postage, and 5540 
was for mileage. For the two special sessions he received 
§1,000 salary, §100 postage and §240 mileage. 


The special session of 1934 lasted two legislative weeks, 


actually about six days, of about four hours each Realizing 
the need for relief money, a bill was presented providing lor 
the members to return the salary and accept only the post- 
age and mileage. The biU was hurried to committee for "pick- 
lin", and one of the votes to "pickle" the bill was Eroe's. 
Again, when the Senate passed an amendment cutting the 
compensation down to §250, he voted against it. Still later a 
resolution was passed permitting the members to return any 
or all of the ?500 to the state. Some gave it to charity. Eroc 
did neither. 
His plea of economy is hardly sustained by 


these figures. 


As a member he presented 13 bills, of which 11 were kept 


in committee, one passed the House, and an appropriation 
bill on which he was co-sponsor was passed. The bill that 
passed the House only would have taken away from ex-service 
men certain privileges they have under the Civil Service 
laws, in applying for municipal positions. The fact that the 
11 bills were kept in committee was not because he was a 
Democrat. Some of the finest legislation passed was spon- 
sored 
by Democratic members, among them Fitzgerald, 


Rhodes, Sarig, Flinehbaugh and others. 


Eroc had one virtue in the General Assembly. He did 


what State Chairman David Lawrence of the Democratic 
party told him. 
Otherwise his service was a blank. Let's 


not handicap the district again by returning a Democrat to 
Harrisburg.

The institute's statement author- 
ized by its board of directors and 
signed by Walter S. Tower, executive 
secretary, protests against any re- 
duction in import duties on Belgian 
products under trade reciprosity 
agreements now under negotiations 
in Washington. Through the "most- 
favored-nation" treaties that have 
been concluded by the United States 
in recent years, any change in the 
Belgian duties would apply to most 
other 
European 
steel 
producing 
countries. 


"The present basic rate of wages 
for common labor in the steel in- 
dustry is- 47 cents an hour, while' the 
average hourly wages actually paid 
in August, 1934, under the steel code 
was 68 cents an hour.
